time ago he said his doctor 
told him he might live to be 
well over 100, if he did not 
get hanged or shot. 

After college he went to 
work in Wall Street, burning 
with a desire to grow rich. 
He worked like a beaver, 
studied stock market reports 
and . book-keeping at night, 
ventured into the market on 
borrowed capital, took a ter- 
rible loss, recouped and fi- 
nally built a big fortune. He 
has always called himself a 
speculator. He defines a spe- 
culator as “one who thinks 
end plans for a future event, 
acts before it occurs, and 
rust always be right.” 

After he built his fortune, 
Raruch sold his seat on the 
New York Stock Exchange, 
put much of his wealth in 
Government Bonds and turn- 
ed to service for Uncle Sam. 
But he took the ceaseless 
quests for facts; the think- 
ing and planning for future 
events, with him. 


Park-Bench Conferences 


In World War I, he virtual- 
ly controled America’s in- 
custries as Chairman of the 


War Industries Beard, In 
World War II he headed a 
special committee to study 


the critical rubber situation. 
Most of his conferences took 
place on a sunny park bench 
in Washington's Lafayette 
Scuare, opposite the White 
House. Later he was Special 
Adviser to the Office of War 
Mobilization. Finally. in 1944, 
he helped work out a blue- 
print for the gigantic turn- 
over from war to peace, de- 
signed to avoid another de- 
pression 

At 75 Baruch tackled one 
of the biggest jobs of his life 
when he headed the U.S. De- 
legation to the U.N. Atomic 
Energy Commission, present- 
ing the US. proposal and 
helping to work out a plan 
providing for powerful inter- 
rational control of atomic 


fuel and-outlawing produc- 
tion and ownership of ato- 
mic weapons. All commission 


members accepted it, except
